ORANJESTAD - Govern¬ 
ment architects Rah Kack 
and Glen Gaddijn joined 
Suzie Boekhaudt of the Na¬ 
tional Archeology Museum 
Aruba (MAMA) m announc¬ 
ing a group of eighteen stu¬ 
dents bom the University of 
Rotterdam will spend two 
weeks on Aruba performing 
an intensive study an the up¬ 
grading of the Rancho sec¬ 
tion of Oranjestad, from 
November 25 to December 
3d. The project is called 


"Minor Rancho." 

This will be tlie third Sus¬ 
tainable Building study per¬ 
formed an Aruba under the 
tutelage of Associate Profes¬ 
sor Sustainable Building 
Technology, Arjan Karssen- 
berg. The first was to analyze 
the challenges of the 
Hooiberg/Pos Chiquito area, 
and the second to offer ideas 
and innovations for connect¬ 
ing the two sections of Pos 
Chiquito . After the first stim¬ 
ulating, successful venture on 


the island, the professor has 
integrated an Aruban prcj ect 
into the programs annual 
curriculum. 

Tins year, the students will 
focus on tlie western section 
o f Arub a's cap 1 1 al. Ran cho, 
winch was originally an inde¬ 
pendent settlement. The ex¬ 
pansion of urban sprawl 
eventually resulted m it being 
enfranchised within Oranjes- 
tad's borders. 

The bamo is quite densely 
populated, and many of the 
homes occupied are land¬ 
mark structures existing since 
the earliest colonial times. 
The area was noted fonts salt 
flats and harbor, where fish¬ 
erman brought m the catch 
and sold fish for Aruban 
kitchens and export. 

NAM A representative 
Suzie Boekhaudt explained 
the students will use NAM A 
on the border of Rancho, as 
their base of' operations dur¬ 
ing the study. This will also 
provide them easy access to 
the In stone documents in the 
museum's research center

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Several Democrats defected 
Friday to vote for legislation 
that would gut significant, 
portions of the new US health 
care law, the strongest sign 
yet of party anger over "Oba¬ 
macare." 

Even if the Democrat-run 
Senate took up the House 
measure, the White House 
lias already said President 
Barack Obama would veto it 
if it readies Ins desk 

But the broad bipartisan 
vote, even if just a political 
messaging bill, marked a 
blow to a president, under 
heavy fire far Ins largely dis¬ 
credited pledge that all Amer¬ 
icans who liked their health 
plans could keep them. 

Added to that is the flawed 
rollout of the Healthcare gov 
website through which mil¬ 
lions of Americans are ex¬ 
pected to sign up far 
insurance 

Today, the House made a 
big, bipartisan statement 
about the need to make things 
right," Speaker John Ed diner 
said in a statement 

"The Keep Your Health 
Plan Act represents an impor¬ 
tant step toward providing re¬ 
lief to those who have lost 
their plans and face much 
higher premiums, but the real 
solution is to scrap the presi¬ 


dent’s fundamentally-flawed 
health care law" altogether, 
he added 

The controversial meas¬ 
ure, which passed 261-157, 
addresses what has emerged 
as a major sticking point in 
the law known as "Oba¬ 
macare" -- millions being no- 
ti fi ed th at the in sur an c e pi an s 
they purchased on the open 
individual market are being 
c an cell e d, app arentiy b ecaus e 
the coverage is sub-standard. 

The bill is different from 
the "fix" proposed by Obama 
Thursday, which would allow 
insurers to keep offering such 
coverage only to those con¬ 
sumers who already are en¬ 
rolled in the insurance in 
question 

New consumers would be 
required to obtain insurance 
that meets the law's stan¬ 
dards The House measure, 
however, opens the sub-stan¬ 
dard plans to anyone 

Democrat Nick Rah all 
broke ranks and voted far the 
bill, saying Americans were 
disgusted with the "very b ad, 
rotten" rollout of Obamacare. 

House and Senate Democ¬ 
rats are offering several fixes 
of their own, suggesting the 
unity among Obama and 
members of his party has 
begun to tray.

CARACAS (AFP) 
Venezuela has arrested and 
charged 50 people with 
"usury" and other crimes for 
allegedly seeking to reap ex¬ 
cessive profits, the govern¬ 
ment said on Friday. 

"Fifty people have been 
detained for usury, specula¬ 
tion and disturbing the 
peace," said Miguel Ro¬ 
driguez Torres, the country's 
justice minister, in a press re¬ 
lease that offered no addi¬ 
tional details about the 
people detained or their al¬ 
leged crimes 

Last weekend, at least 
seven store managers were 
arrested, most of whom also 
were charged with usury, as 
the government expanded a 
crackdown an merchants ac¬ 
cused of speculation and 
puce-gauging. 

The arrests on Friday were 
the latest move by the gov¬ 
ernment, to fight alleged cor¬ 
ruption. 

President Nicolas Maduro 
blames Venezuela's soaring 
inflation rate — currently at 
54 percent -- on the members 
of the opposition and Dn the 
private sector, which he says 
is waging an "economic war" 
against his government. 

Meanwhile, the national 
legislature on Thursday gave 
initial backing to a measure 
granting Maduro extraordi¬ 
nary powers -- a move criti¬ 
cized by his p oh tic Eil enemies 
as a naked power grab 

The president's supp orters, 
who hold the majority m the 
N ati o nal As s embly, engi - 
neered a narrow victory for 
the measure allowing him to 
govern by decree, without 
having to seek parliamentary 
approval 

A second vote that would 
final passage has been sched¬ 
uled far November 13. 

The crackdown came as 
Maduro -- a protege of late 
s □ ci all st fi reb ran d Hu g o 
Chavez -- maneuvers to 
strengthen lus hand ahead of 
an important political test in 
municipal elections next 
month. 

Dver the weekend, 
Maduro used his existing au¬ 
thority to make retail appli¬ 
ance stores slash prices, 
sending troops to keep order 
among the unruly crowds. 

The deep discounts of as 
much as 50 percent — which 
Maduro has sai d would soon 
be expanded to other con¬ 
sumer items -- come with 
workers newly flush with 
cash from year-end pay 
bonuses.

TACLGBAN (AFP) - Fears 
that the dire situation among 
desperate typhoon survivors 
in the Philippines would tip 
into violence receded Friday,, 
as relief operations scaled up 
and a reinforced police pres¬ 
ence deterred looters 

At Tadob an airport, which 
had witnessed frenzied 
scenes earlier in the week as 
crowds fought for a seat on 
any plane leaving the devas¬ 
tated city, a semblance of 
order had b een restored. 

"Tilings are looking very 
different here than they were 
when we arrived/ said Cap¬ 
tain Jon Shamess of the US 
Airforce's 320th Special Tac¬ 
tics Squadron, which had 
flown m from Okinawa on 
Tuesday to help secure the 
airp art. 

"Before, as soon as a plane 
landed, people were all rush¬ 
ing towards it trying to get 
on, which is obviously a very 
dangerous situation," 

Shamess said. 

Tliere were still thousands 
of people desperate to get 
out, but most stood patiently, 
waiting their turn. 

In Taclob an city the police 
deployment had swelled to 
around 1,200 on Friday, with 
reinforcements flown in from 
Manila, according to Wilben 
Mayor, spokesman for the 
Philippines national police 
chief. 

"There was some looting 
but that has been contained 
now; 11 Mayor told AFP. 

"We're still very alert tD 
the security situation, but our 
focus is switching from crime 
prevention to supporting the 
relief effort," he added

"Since January of tins 
year, the Rewards for Jus¬ 
tice program has had a re¬ 
ward offer of up to $10 
million for information 
leading to die arrest or con¬ 
viction of anyone who was 
involved in the September 
2D 17 Benghazi attacks," a 
State Department 

spokesman told AFP on Fri¬ 
day. 

The reward was not 
widely publicized when it. 
was Erst made available, 
which the State Department 
said was because of "secu¬ 
rity issues and sensitivities 
surrounding the investiga¬ 
tion." 

"Since this event hap- 
p ene d we V e made it cl ear 
that we are committed to 
bringing the people who 
conducted this attack to jus¬ 
tice. And we’re using all the 
appropnate to ols we have to 
do that," the spokesman 
said. 

Hordes of heavily armed 
militants stormed the mis¬ 
sion m eastern Benghazi on 
September 11, 2012 and 
then attacked a nearby CIA 
compound with mortar 
shells and rockets. 

Ambassador Chris 
Stevens was killed m the 
Ere storm along with three 
other diplomatic and secu¬ 
rity staft Sean Smith, Gl en 
Doherty and Tyrone Woods. 

St ev ens, a p o pul ar dip 1 a - 
mat and fluent Arabic 
speaker, was the first am¬ 
bassador to be killed while 
on duty in three decades, 
and the assault shocked 
America to its care. 

Initially, the sacking of

China eases one child rule, ends re-education in reform 
package 


BEIJING (AFP) - China's 
Communist rulers announced 
an easing of the controversial 
one-child policy amid a raft of 
sweeping pledges unveiled 
Friday including the abolition 
of “re-education" labour 
camps and loosening eco¬ 
nomic controls 
The moves also included re¬ 
ductions on tiie application of 
die death penalty reforms to a 
widely abused "petition" sys¬ 
tem and changes m a residency 
registration scheme 
They were contained m a 
2 2,0 013-word document on 
"niftj Di issues concerning com¬ 
prehensively deepening re¬ 
forms" released by the official 


Xinhua news agency, three 
days after a key meeting of the 
Communist leadership in Bei¬ 
jing 

The gathering, known as the 
Third Plenum, has historically 
been the venue for major re¬ 
form announcements, and 
comes one year after new lead¬ 
ers took charge of the ruling 
party. 

Couples will be allowed to 
have two children if one of the 
parents is an only child -- 
widening the exceptions to a 
rule introduced m the late 
1970s to control China's popu¬ 
lation, tire world's largest. 

The policy has at times been 
brutally enforced, with author¬ 


ities relying on permits, hues 
and in some cases forced ster¬ 
ilisations and late-term abor¬ 
tions that have triggered public 
outrage 

Critics also argue that it has 
contributed to the gender ltn- 
b alance o f ab out six h oys b orn 
for every five girls, with sex- 
specific abortions remaining 
common. 

B eij mg's stall sti ci ans 

warned this year that China's 
working-age population had 
begun to shrink for the first 
time in recent decades, falling 
by 3 45 million to 937 million 
in 20IT 

The law currently restricts 
mast parents to one child, with 


exceptions including some 
rural families whose first child 
is a girl, ethnic minorities, and 
couples who are both only 
children. 

Joan Kaufman, director of 
the Columbia Global Centers 
in Beijing and an public health 
expert, called the relaxation a 
"long overdue move that will 
ease concerns about care for 
China's elderly population 
The deeply unpopular labour 
camp system is largely used 
for petty offenders but also 
blamed for rights abuses by of¬ 
ficials seeking to punish "peti¬ 
tioners" who try to complain 
about them to higher authori¬ 
ties.

The technology is often re¬ 
ferred to as “Super Wi-Fi," al¬ 
though some wireless 
providers point out it uses a 
different frequency for trans- 
mi ssi on th an what mo st p e Dpi e 
use in cafes and m home net¬ 
works. 

The service uses “white 
spaces" or unused portions of 
the spectrum that is generally 
available for local television 
broadcasts. 

Tins wireless technology of¬ 
fers a bigger range than exist¬ 
ing hotspots, is being deployed 
m the United States and gener¬ 
ating interest in a number of 
countries, meluding Britain 
and Brazil.

Thousands of Ecuadoran 
villagers say they were sick¬ 
ened and many have cancer as 
a result of the oil pollution of 
their water supply. 

Chevron insists that 
Ecuador's state oil company 
Petroecuador is to blame and 
has sought to block legal 
claims being made against it 
via courts outside Ecuador.
